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SKOBELOFF AT PLEVNA. 

Storming of the Redoubts. 

(From tho Londou Dully News ) 

The redoubt SkobeloiY was attacking 
was a double redoubt (in the Loftscha 
road, near Plevna. He hud advanced 
his troops down tho slope of the moun- 
tain to within easy range. As the 
Turks immediately opened upon him 
from the redoubt, he returned the lire 
with steadiness and precision, putting 
his men under cover as much as possi- 
ble, his cannon pouring a steady stream 
of shell and caunister in tho redoubt. 
In fact, he worked hiscauuou so much 
that several pieces have been spoiled. 
He had evidently determined to risk 
every thing to capture this redoubt, and 
if Plevna were- not taken it would be 
his fault. For three hours ho kept up 
this lire, and just after Kriloff's second 
repulse, tho Turkish lire having some- 
what relaxed, he thought the moment 
had come for making the assault. He 
had four regiments of the line, and 
four battalions of sharpshooters. Still 
keeping up his murdrous lire he 
formed two regiments in the little hol- 
low at the foot of the hill, together 
with two battalions of sharpshooters, 
riot more than 1,200 yards from the 
scarp. Then placing himself in tho 
best position for watching the result, 
• ordered the advance. Ho ordered the 
assaulting party not to lire, and they 
' rushed forward with their guns on 
their shoulders, with music playing 
and banners Hying and disappeared in 
the fog and smoke. Skobeloff is the 
only general who places himself near 
enough te feel the pulse of the battle. 
The advancing column was indistinctly 
seen, a dark mass in the fog and 
smoke. Feeling, as it were, every 
throb of the battlo, he saw his line be- 
gin to waver and hesitate. Upon the in- 
stant ho hurled forward a rival regiment 
to support, and again watched the re- 
sult. This new force carried the mass 
further on with its momentum; but the 
Turkish redoubt flamed and smoked 
and poured forth such a torrent of 
bullets that tho line was again shaken. 
Skobeloff stood in this shower of balls 
unhurt. All his escort were killed or 
wounded, oven to the little Kirghiz, 
ho received a bullet in the shoulder. 
Again he saw tho lino hesitate and 
waver; and he flung his fourth and last 
regiment, tho Libausky, on the glacis. 
Again this new wave carried tho pre- 
ceding ones forward, until thoy wero 
almost on tho scarp; but that deadly 
shower of bullets poured upon them; 
men dropped by hundreds, and the 
■ result still remained doubtful. The 
line onco more wavered and hesitated. 
Skobeloff had now only two battulions 
of sharp-shootors left, tho best in his 
detachments. Putting himself at the 
head of these, ho dashed forward on 
horseback. He picked up the stragglers; 
ho reached tho wavering fluctuating 
mass and gave it tho inspiration of his 
own courage and instruction. He 
picked tho whole mass up and carried 
it forward with a rush and a cheer. 
Tho wholo redoubt was a mass of flame 
audsmoko, from which screams, shouts 
and cries of agony and defianco arosa, 
with the deep-mouthed bellowing of 
cannon, and above all the steady, 
awful crash of that deadly rifle liro. 
Skobeloffs sword was cut in two in tho 
middle. Then a moment lator, when 
just on tho point of 'leaping tho ditch, 
horse and man rollod to the ground, 
the horse dead or wounded, tho rider 
untouched. He sprang to his feet 
with a shout; then with a formidable, 
savago yell tho wholo mass of men 
streamed over the ditch, over the scarp 
and counterscarp, over tho parapet, 
and swept into the redoubt like a 
hurricane. Their bayonets made short 
work of tho Turks still remaining. 
Then a joyous cheer told that the re- 
doubt was captured, and that at last 
one of tlio defences of Plevna was in 
tho hands of tho Russians.

'LEGITIMATE CKITICISM." 



On Tuesday wo cliargod the Opposi- 
tion proas with having coutributod by 
their attacks to hurry tho luto 
junior member tor Kootonny into an un- 
timely gTave. We mado the chargo in a 
Bpirit of regret and indulged in tho hope 
that the presa that had contributed to- 
wards the unfortunate man's ruin would 
at least suffer his memory to rest in peace. 
Vain hope! With a coldblooded hypo- 
crisy that does it littlo credit tho Standard 
has endeavored to free itsolf of tho very 
largo share of responsibility that rests on 
its skirts, and protests that its remarks 
about Mr. Milby never exceeded the 
"bounds of legitimate criticism." We say 
that it never condescended to criticise his 
publio acts Its attacks consisted of vulgar 
inuendoes, vile charges and infamous ru 
morB. What, for instanco, could bo more 
galling to a sensitive man thnn to he told 
that he had sold his vote to tho Govern- 
ment in consideration of tho remission of 
a largo sum in taxes? or, to have his words 
in the House systematical ly ruisreported 
in order to damage him with his conatiu- 
ents ? This tho Standard did over and 
over again, and coutimiod to do it uutil 
even its friends cried "shame!" But tho 
■wickedness of tho Opposition press culmi- 
nated when they had driven the deceased 
member into a state of mind bonloriug on 
frenzy. Did they spare his friends the hu- 
miliating exposure that aorazy man had in 
volved them in? Did they lieten with sym 
pathising heart to the prayers and en- 
treaties of those near and dear to him ? 
Did they legitimately criticise hia 
acta ? Let tho tilos of the 
Standard prove how they gloated over tho 
indiscretion— let them show tho extent to 
which "legitimate criticism" is carried by 
that paper. Its issue of September 24th 
contains a report of the proceedings m tho 
Polioe Court two days before. Now, it is 
oustomary for the Standard to send no re- 
porter to the Polico Court, and incidents 
and events .transpiring there are usually 
compressed into a very email .-pace and 
placed under au iusigniticant heading. 
But what do we find on the day in ques- 
tion in the sheet that claims that it has 
not "exceeded the bounds of legitimate 
criticism?" Tho Police Court report ap- 
pears under a heading something less 
than two inches in length, composed of 
graat wtariug capitals, and set off with ad- 
miration points to draw the public eyo to 
that particular corner. The report sets 
ont in extenso, and as far as tho paper 
dared proceed in furtherance of its 
policy of "legitimate criticism" to lay 
down all the details of a case that 
had been heard in tho Police Court 
two days previously in which the name 
of the late junior member for Ivoot- 
•nay was prominentlv mixed up. We are 
told that friends of 'the late Mr. Milby 
called at tho Standard office, explained his 
mental condition and implored the con- 
ductors not to wound the feelings of his 
relatives by publishing tho details of an 
act for whioh mentally ho was irrespon- 
sible. But they implored in vain! The 
policy of "legitimato criticism" required 
a sacrifice, and the sturiug capitals and 
tho evidence were therefore inserted. 
Why, the public will ask, was Mr. Milby, 
whoso mind waa distraught, singled out 
for ' 'criticism" when men in the possession 
of their senses who have been guilty of 
serious crimes aro frequently allowed to 
escape "legitimate criticism," We an- 
swer, because in tho strict line of his duty 
he was a supporter of the Elliott. Minis- 
try. Had he been a supporter of tho 
Opposition would he have been "legiti- 
mately criticised?" Lot facts speak for 
themselves: In 1871 a supporter of tho 
DcCosmoa-Walkein Government was 
caught reuhauded in tho act of supply- 
ing liquor to Indians, He was brought bo- 
foro the Polico Court, convicted, and fined. 
Did a report of his act conn within tho 
"bounds of legitimate criticism" in the 
Standard? We search the columns of that 
"dilapidated newspaper " (to iiso Mr. 
Sproat's exprossion) and find not a lino 
or sentenco th it bears in tho remotest de- 
gree on the charge and conviction. There 
isan absence of staring capitals, admi- 
ration points, and temptingly displayed 
evidonco. Why? Bocause tho offender 
was a follower of Mr. Walkum. Wo turu. 
next, to The Colonist of even date, and 
find no allusion to tho case. AVhy V Be- 
cause tho members of tho thon Opposition 
and the oditor of this paper were too 
much concerned for tho honor and repu- 
tation of the first deliberative body of tho 
country and with sympathy for a fallen 
man to spread the disgraceful details far 
and wide. Tho offender had no relatives 
within tho Province whoso hearts would 
have been wrung by tho expose; but he 
•Bcaped "legitimato criticism," and be- 
yond a select few his crime is still un- 
known. This fact establishes clearly that 
had Mr. Milby b©u a supporter oi' the 
Opposition ho would not have been held 
up to publio scorn in a way that would 
nave made a less sensitive man throw him- 
self away. Tho practice of tho Opposition 
press is to pursue an opponent remorse- 
lessly and relentlessly, Every little 2>eo- 
cadillo or fault is magnified into u great 
crime and when facts will not supply 
a victim, their powers of invention are 
seized upon to destroy reputations. Uu- 
dor tho guiso of "legitimate criticism" 
families and ladies have not escaped, and 
the course of that paper on several occa- 
sions has boon such as to draw down upon 
its editors sovore porsonul chastisement, 
But have thoso worthies no nigutprowlers 
in their ranks; no botiayera of inno- 
cence; no men who have been guilty of 
peculation; no barroom brawlers; nono 
whoso language on all occasions is of tho 
most indecent and disgraceful character ? 
Is tho world to bo told that all the honor 
and respectability and purity of the Pro- 
vince are concentrated in the Opposition 
ranks, and that all tho vile men aro rang- 
ed on tho other side? Forbearance will 
eomo day "ceuseto be a virtue" and the 
Opposition— from their leader down to 
thei: door mat — may wish that in tho in- 
terests of "legitimato criticism" they hud 
not goaded an innocent aud unoffending 
man into his grave. All tho crocodile 
tears that may now bo shed will not ro- 
niovo tho deep disgrace that publio opin- 
ion has fastened upon them. The very par- 
ing stones of Victoria cry shame upon the 
polioy of a patty that magnifies tho mis- 



takes of its opponents and holiltles the 
mistnkes of its friends. Of these political 
ghouls we say: —

De- 
fendant had nothing to say in bis defence, 
nnd tho Court ordered tho oortifioato of 
record to bo cancelled,

EUROPE. 

London, Oct. 31.— A special from Pore- 
din contains the following: Turkish loss 
at capture by Russians of tho position 
near Gurnji Dnbnek, Oct. 24th, was at 
least 4,000 killed, besides wounded and 
prisoners. Tho Russians only succeeded 
in storming the posilion at tho third at- 
tempt. They accuse tho Turks of twice 
alluring them under a destructive fire by 
displaying white flags. Buoharost corres- 
pondents say tho Russians are fortifying 
positions at Dabniki and Toloschoas they 
are threatened with combined attack by 
Osman aud Cheoltob Pashas. 

A lotter dated Adrianoplo, Got. 15th, 
says two thousand refugee women and 
chilclrou were still there. 

A Ragusa correspondent says the open- 
ing of the bombardmont of Gonachioo is 
apprehended in a fow days, tho Prince of 
Montenegro having arrived at head- 
quarters. 

London, Oct. 31. — Tho Paris corres- 
pondent of tho Times telegraphs that tho 
Ministry having recognized tho necessity 
of resigning upon the ground that tha 
Senate would not undertake the respon- 
sibility of thoir acts by according them a 
voto of coulidonco havo decided to noni 
inato as candidates for tho Cabiuetmon of 
tho sumo policy as tho present Ministry. 
It is thought the approval of tho Senate 
may bo obtained for such candidates 
while tho real power remains iu tho hands 
of the present minister's. Tho correBpon- 
peut thinks that oven tho ministers will 
eventually recognizo tho impracticability 
of this plan which, «ven if it obtained tho 
nssont of the Senate, would be scoutod by 
the Chamber. 

An Erzeroam special says Mukhtar 
and Ismail Pashas havo retired to strong 
positions near Hassan Kaloh, The Rus- 
sians occupy a position behind Keoprekoi. 

A special from Paris says a letter from 
Suez states that the King of Abyssinia in- 
a recent battlo routed Neutk with groat 
loss. 

Silistria, Oct. 20.— The Russians are 
concentrating a battery on an island a few 
miles east of this place. 

Constantinople, Oct. 30. — A detach- 
mout of Russians aro at Staitza, south of 
the Balkans, in tho roar of Orchanio. 

Mukhtar Pasha tolegraphiug Saturday 
announced that tho Russians were en- 
camped within throo hours' march of hiB 
headquarters. 

London, Oct. 30.— The headquarters of 
the Princ9 of Roumania and Gen. Todle- 
ben are moved to Boga. The Roumanian 
division commander, who lead the assault 
on tho second Grivitza tedoubt, has been 
superseded. Telicho was surrounded on 
the 28tb by ono cavalry and two infantry 
brigades of the Imperial Guard and one 
brigado of Coi-sueks and bombarded for 
two hours by seventy-two guns, when the 
small Turkish garrison surrendered. Tho 
losses are insignificant. 

EASTERN STATES. 

Washington, Out. 30.— Secretary of 
the Interior to-day heard tho argument 
on application of the Northern Railroad 
Company for permission to change the 
route of their trunk line so as to make it 
leave the main lino at Wolluhi and run 
thence to Tacoma instead of the present 
location for Coeurde Oriello Lake. Col. 
Grey, attorney for the company, advocat- 
ed the proposition and Delegate Jacobs 
of Washington Territory supported it. It 
appears from statistics furnished by tho 
genaral land officer that thero are some 
five and a half million acres of land with- 
drawn by the Government along the pres- 
out brunch route and that only two would 
hava to be withdrawn for the benefit of the 
company along tho proposed now route 
If change of routo is authorized tho lauds 
now withdrawn would bo restored to the 
public domain. 



A Russian Village. 

(From tho Pull Mall Oazetto) 

Prince Wiskoff's tumble-down pal- 
ace stands on the outskirts of a village 
•more than a mile long, whose main 
street is twice as broad as Pall-mall. 
Tho great size of this typical village 
comes of tho fact that every hovel in it 
is confronted by a yard of an ucro or 
two in extent, which serves no purpose 
but to accumulate dust in summer and 
mud aud slush tlio three other seasons. 
The idea of converting these plots of 
good ground into kitchen-gardens has 
never occurred to any of tho peasantry; 
and Government, which meddles with 
so many things, has not thought it 
worth while to point out that if they 
planted potatoes, turnips, salads, and 
fruit-trees they might enjoy decent 
faro all tho year round, and pick up 
some money in the baigain. : The 
Russian peasant grows white-headed 
cabbages and little else. These 
vegetables flourish in patches behind 
the hovels; when fermeuted they form 
the stock of the tchi, which is the soup 
of the lower orders, and of the borsch 
(mixture of mushrooms and dried 
cabbages) eaten by the middle classes. 
It is on cabbage alone, with an addi- 
tion of maize porridge, that the peas- 
antry may bo said to feed; for eggs, 
bacon, milk, butter, cheese, and all 
the other odibles of country life in 
Western Europe are unknown in the 
village. Nor have the peasants the 
halo look of Western rustics. The 
women, flat-faced, tow-haired, with 
red-rimmed eyes and broad nostrils, 
prowl about in knee-boots and long 
sheepskin garments like the men. They 
are lazy, smileless and sileut, except 
when drunk on corn brandy, which 
makes them howl aud romp. The men 
also require vodki to rouse them from 
tho indolent moroseness which is their 
habituul mood, though they are active 
enough in rendering auy service that 
may bring them a ten-kopeck piece. 
Peep into the huts of these odd crea- 
tures, and you find a floor of hardened 
manure, a table, a couple of benches, 
a stove, aud an irou statuette of the 
Virgin in a niche. There are no beds, 
chests of drawers, or anything to sug- 
gest the use of linen and tho washing 
of the same. The stove-top is the 
favorite sleeping-place during cold 
weather; in the hot months father, 
mother, and children curl themselves 
up like caterpillars, and lie down in 
corners. One need not wait for uight 
to find a whole family thus sleeping. 
After ths midday meal has been eaten 
the peasant will as often as not lie 
down and snore away the whole after- 
noon, as if, next to vodki, he knew of 
nothing ou earth so good as idleness.

Ritualism in England has another 
foe. The Bishop of St. Asaph deliv- 
ered his third triennial charge to the 
clergy of tho diocese of Wrexham on 
the 3rd ult., devoting his remarks to 
the question of Ritualism. He strong- 
ly condomued auricular .confession, 
upheld tho Ridsdulo judgment, and 
earnestly exhorted his hearers to ab- 
stain from all practices inconsistent 
with the enlightened freedom of the 
Church of England. 

A largo meeting was held at Brad- 
ford on tho 3rd ult. on the question 
of free and open churches; the Earl of 
Wharncliffe presided. Mr. T. Hughes, 
Q. C, moved a resolution to tho effect 
that tho pew system was opposed to 
Scriptural precept, and the Jaw of tho 
church. Tho Dean of Manchester and 
Mr. W. Spencer Stanhope, M. P., 
spoko to the resolutions, which was 
carried. Earl Nelson moved a resolu- 
tion declaring that every church ought 
to bo open and froe of access at all 
times. Tho Rev. Canon Lowo and 
others spoko to the resolution, and it 
was adopted, as was also auother on- 
joining the uso of the weekly offertory.
